400,00 Pupils 
An idea of the extent of industrial 
education in the Philippines may be 
gained 
from the fact that nearly 
400,000 school pupils are engaged in 
some ltind of industrial work. For 
the past four years industrial instruc­ 
tion has been prescribed in the pri­ 
mary course for both boys and girls 
and the work is system atically car­ 
ried on in an advanced stage in the 
intermediate schools. Twenty-six well 
equipped trade schools have been 
established in Manila and the var­ 
ious provinces; there is a college of 
agriculture at Los Banos, and a col- 
lege of engineering has been added 
mil the University of the Philippines. 
The Filipinos take to the educational 
program, industrial and otherwise, 
quickly and profitably; and the civil 
government finds its duties much 
less onerous now that the m ilitary 
invasion of the Islands has been su­ 
perseded by the educational.

W hen a million or more 
immi­ 
grants come to America during a 
single year it makes most people 
wonder what is to become 
of 
our 
country, but the “ peril of the immi­ 
grant 
is for the most part a phan­ 
tasy of the imagination. 
In spite of 
the fact th at im m igrants have been 
coming to America in such 
large 
num bers in recent years, it is inter­ 
esting to note th at the percentage 
of foreign born living in the United 
States at any one time has not m a­ 
terially changed since 1860. 
Follow­ 
ing are some figures. 
In 1860 the 
percentage of foreigners in the Unit­ 
ed States was 13.2 per cent; in 1S70, 
14.4 per cent; 
in 1880, 13.3 per 
cent; in 1890, 13.4 p e rc e n t; in 1900, 
13.7 per cent; in 1910, 14.7 per cent. 
The constant percentage therefore is 
about 14. 
During some years more than half 
as many im m igrants returned to the 
fatherland as came to America. The 
condition 
of 
the labor m arket in 
America determines the num ber of 
foreigners that come and go, so that 
immigration is in a constant state of 
flux. 
The foreigner not only takes 
care of himself by returning to his 
native land during a time of indus­ 
trial depression, where he can live 
more cheaply, but he also relielves 
the labor m arket of congestion which 
might result In great harm to the 
American worker.

often concerned about what we term 
the “ new im m igration,” but Robert 
W atchom . for several years commis­ 
sioner of immigration at Ellis Island, 
once rem arked: 
“ If 
you give the 
Italian, the H ungarian and the R us­ 
sian Jew half a chance, he will make 
the English, and the Irish look like 
thirty cents." And presumably Mr. 
W atchom knew what he was talking 
about, for he has handled literally 
millions of immigrants. 
In the early days there was no 
careful inspection of the immigrant. 
Many of them came to this country 
feebie or diseased, with the result 
th at comparatively soon they became 
a burden upon our charities and un­ 
questionably affected the health of 
the community through contagious 
diseases. But this is not the case to­ 
day. 
The steam ship companies are 
too heavily fined in case they tran s­ 
port an undesirable imm igrant, so 
th at they are usually careful In their 
inspection. 
Many Illiterate* 
It is true th at many of the immi­ 
grants are illiterate. Possibly 25 per 
cent of the persons 14 years of age 
or over who come to us can neither 
read nor write. Most of these come 
from the small towns or rural dis­ 
tricts where the educational facili­ 
ties are not as good as they are in 
the city, but it should be rem em ber­ 
ed th at the most undesirable— that 
is the crim inal— classes among E u­ 
ropeans come from the cities and 
are usually the best educated. The 
test of literacy is not by any means 
the best one in our selection of the 
immigrant. 
If the imm igrant, who makes a 
few thousand dollars in this country 
and returns with it is worth keeping 
in America, we should offer him the 
right kind of inducements to remain 
here. 
As a m atter of fact, w’e stack 
him in shacks, we exploit him in our 
economic life and we do not alw’ays 
give him a m an ’s chance. He should 
be m ade to see th e advantage of re­ 
m aining in America after he has be­ 
come a useful citizen. 
But family relationships, the spare 
cash deposited 
in 
foreign savings 
banks, the pleading for loyalty on 
the part of the government, the con­ 
stant inducement 
offered 
by 
the 
steamship companies and the natural 
love of the fatherland which exists 
in the heart of every 
patriot— all 
these have a tendency to pull them 
back. 
But suppose th at the immi­ 
grant does return to the fatherland. 
He goes to tell of the greatness and 
the glory of America, and so it often 
happens th at when the returned im­ 
m igrant finds th at 
the 
conditions 
which first drove him out have re­ 
mained unchanged, back he comes, 
the leader of a band 
which 
also 
seeks its fortune in this wonderland 


where a man may earn four times as 
much as he earned at home; where 
women are honored as they a^e in no 
other part of the world: where even 
the rights of little children are re­ 
s o r te d . Here they find religious and 
political freedom, a chance to make 
the most of themselves and economic 
liberty such as they never knew be­ 
fore.
